New Course Trains 
Nursing Orderlies 


NEW COURSE OF training, unique to 

education in Canada, will be offered this 
summer by the Division of Vocational Education 
of the Department of Education in Alberta. 

A school for the training of hospital nursing 
orderlies will be opened in Edmonton to train 
personnel for Alberta hospitals. This course was 
developed jointly with the Alberta Department 
of Health and operating hospitals in the province. 
The hospitals will participate by providing study 
and work experience sessions to complement the 
school training. 

Due to the acute shortage of men in the 
field of nursing orderly service, it is expected a 
heavy response to the opportunity to obtain 
formal training in this occupation will take place 
when the first class is started. Previously, train- 
ing was provided by individual hospitals and 
nursing orderlies received their training on the 
job. 

Entrance requirements for training as a Nurs- 
ing Orderly include a minimum educational 
standing of Grade X or its equivalent. Applicants 
should be between the ages of 18 and 55. @

iQvanizep ASSESSMENT figures for all 
Alberta municipalities have been released 
by the Department of Municipal Affairs for 1967, 
as required under provisions of the Municipalities 
Assessment and Equalization Act. The figures 
are used to determine the contribution which 
each municipality will make to provincial funds, 
from which grants are paid to school and hospital 
authorities to assist in the costs of hospital and 
educational services. 


The equalized assessments also are employed 
in the formula under which Municipal Assistance 
grants are computed for payment to municipali- 
ties. 

The 1967 figures cover 10 cities, 99 towns 
(six more than last year), 167 villages, 27 counties, 
21 municipal districts, 51 improvement districts 
and two special areas. 


For all municipalities, the total assessment 
shows an increase of more than $105,000,000 
from 1966, to $2,734,913,485 from $2,629,494,- 
019.

In Equipment To Be Used By Fire-fighting Cr. \y, 


Poxtasnity AND disposability are prime 
considerations for material used by crews 
fighting forest fires, and the Mechanical Equip- 
ment and Development Section of the Alberta 
Forest Service has made good progress in meeting 
these requirements. 





New for field-testing this year is a full-size, 
lightweight cooking range for use in major 
“campaign” fires where headquarters are estab- 
lished. The four-burner propane stove is made 
of sheet aluminum with fold-up legs, a compact 
unit weighing less than 40 pounds, easily carried 
by truck or aircraft. Two or more ranges may 
be coupled together and fueled from one propane 
tank, to provide cooking facilities for any size 
camp. 


For use on fire lines before field kitchens 
can be set up, complete dehydrated meal pack- 
ages have been developed as emergency provi- 
sions. Each breakfast or dinner, packed in a plas- 
tic-wrapped carton, contains the ingredients for a 
hot meal, with tea and coffee, salt and pepper, 
cream and sugar, pilot biscuits, plastic, paper or 
foil dishes and utensils. A carton weighs only 
a few ounces, and the dishes can be burned, 
buried or discarded after use. The time and 
trouble saved in washing up or returning utensils 
to a camp kitchen are considerable. 


Another time and labor saver in the way of 
equipment issued to men fighting fires is a new 
paper sleeping bag. This rolls into a compact, 
light cylinder, provides a warm, weatherproof 
covering strong enough for several weeks use 
if necessary, and may be discarded after use. 
This avoids the inventory-keeping and blanket- 
cleaning formerly required. 


A development which has proved its worth 
in major fires involving 50 or more men is the 
portable timekeeper’s kit. A plywood crate 
36 inches long, 18 inches deep and 30 inches 
high opens into a desk with drawers containing 
all necessary stationery, supplies and forms, a 
portable typewriter, adding machine and first-aid 
kit. The front and back of the crate hook to 
the ends of the desk to provide working tables. 
The whole unit has been designed to be carried 
easily in the department's own aircraft. e 


Ghost River Watershed 
Third Wilderness Area 


HE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA has estab- 

lished the Ghost River Wilderness Area, 
37,850 acres in size, 65 miles northwest of Cal- 
gary. It brings to three the number of such 
areas in the province. White Goat and Siffleur 
are the other two provincial wilderness areas. 
The areas complement Willmore Wilderness Pro- 
vincial Park. 


The new wilderness area is located on the 
eastern boundary of Banff National Park and 
in the province’s Bow River Forest. It holds 
the headwaters of the Ghost River system. 


Established under the Parks Act, the area’s 
administration will be carried out by the various 
divisions of the Department of Lands and Forests.
